took their irrigating project before the 
legislators of Coebise county, as they 
were; in session at that time. The lat- 
ter became interested and had a bill 
written up providing for an investiga- 
tion of the project by the state irrigat- 
ing engineer find the board of super- 
visors and the state experimental sta- 
tion. The hoiific and «er:nto passed the 
bill and the governor haw signed it and 
it will become a law the 1.1th of June. 


The representative who wrote up the 


bill has written Mr. Punk to come down 
in June and go with the committee in 
the investigation. 


The legislature has provided $10,000 


for the investigation anil $1!5,000 to put 
down a deep artesian test well in the 
valley, perhaps along the proposed lino 
of the canal. There are now over 200 
artesian flowing wells in the valley, but 
the depeflt of any at present are some 
smnll welis .1000 
feet deep. The 
first, 


flow is about 500 feet, and the surface 
water'is about, 75 feet, but it is thought 
there might be still larger flows deeper. 


Tho state engineer arid board of sup- 


ervisors are quite familiar with the val- 
ley, and they are favorably impressed 
with the project and its possibilities, 
anil it is quite likely that they will re- 
port favorably and make recommonda- 
tioiiH to the govern»r for its early con- 
struction, in which case a special ses- 
sion of the legislature will bo called. 
Tho project will cost from one to ono 
and one-half million dollars. There will 
be about .100 miles of pipe linos in con- 
nection with the project, carrying the 
water down to the railway every half 
irr!lo apart. The federal government en- 
gineers were to be at San Rinion on the 
27th to go over the project also, since 
there is u. $100,000,000 reclamation bill 
now before congress for Arizona.
